' s it It less hr is entitled, at the end of 
the month, to receive seven cents for 
every unused coupon.

Interstate Commerce. 


Standards for Climax baskets for 
grapes, other fruits, and vegetables, 
and other types of haesketa and con- 
Uinc.'s used for smell fruits, berries, 
and vegetables in mtvr»tatc com- 
mem, arc hxt ] by an act approved 
by the president August 3!. spin. The 
law will become effective November 
t. H)»7. 

ibe effect of (lie act will be to re¬ 
quire the use • f standards in manufac¬ 
turing. sale, or shipment lor all inter¬ 
state commerce wltnher the contain¬ 
ers Art filled or unfilled. A large 
part ol thr traffic in irulla and vege¬ 
tables in this country enters Inter- 
*u*-c commerce. 1 he isw relates only 
10 the containers and will no: affect 
l eal regulations in rrgsrd to (reaped 
measure or other method or filling. 
A special exemption from the oiicra-

STANDARDS OF CORN 

The official grain standards of the 
l nitcd States for shelled corn, to be¬ 
come effective on and after Decent- 
t'i*r I, Ipl6, were fixed and established 
September 1, 1916, by the Secretary 

• I Agriculture under the authority 
cuuaincd in the United Sta'c* grain 
standards set, which became a law 
August ll, I916, The use of these 
standards, after they become effective 
is required for shelled corn snipped 
from any point in the United States 
in interstate or foreign commerce and 
sold, offered for sale, or consigned 
for sale by grade. The act, however, 
permits the interstate or foreign ship¬ 
ment of grain sold by sample or type 
under any description which is not 
false or misleading and does not in¬ 
clude any of the terms of the offical 
grain standards. 

The standards for shelled corn pro¬ 
mulgated today arc, with the excep¬ 
tion of slight changes, substantially 
the same at the permissive standards 
b*r su«h qrain promulgated by the 
acting secretary of agriculture. Janu¬ 
ary X *'>u. to take e/fcci on July f 
1914* These standards have already 
been accepted voluntarily by many of 
thf leading urain exchanges. 

The otilv important change* from 
the old standards arc the addition of 
a test weight to grades No. I and No.

Vehicles- Every conveyance, cx- 
ccpt sctrcct cars and baby carriages, 
iu whatever manner or by whatever 
fore, or power the «ame is driven, 
ridden or propelled, which is used or 
may he used for nr adapted for pleas¬ 
ure riding, or to the transportation 
nf (MiHHrugers, baggage or merchan¬ 
dise upon the street, and every draft 
animal ami riding animal whether 
driven, ridden or led, excepting tlut 
ur. animal cr animals attached to any 
vehicle, shad with smh vehicle, con¬ 
stitute one vehicle. 

Driver.—The rider nr driver or any 
one who leads a draft or riding ani¬
